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A Sad Mistakh.— A letter from Adairavill-, 
Qtortoria, to tbe Cba'tanoojr". Gazette sUtea, 
that, on the night of the 21 inat, one haulred 
and B''x of tbe 3d Kentucky cavalry were or- 
dered out on icout from that place. T*ro of 
the above were named Aaron Carfield, co. G, 
and George W. Lusky, co. H. 0ar6eld waa 
sent up a short distance fcom the command to 
examine a boose, and Lusky VII sout also. 
They met near the bouse, and it being about 
nine o'clock in the evening and somewhat 
daik, theyconld not see each other's dress. 
Cat field thinking Lusky a rebel fired his re- 
volver, the kail taking effect in tho left arm 
»Dd Dear the shoulder, passing through the 
muscle of the arm and lodging about six 
Inches below the hollow of the arm ; from there 
the ball was extracted. Lusky, tninkiag it 
wssonly life or death, made a bound forward, 
while the blood was pouring down his si te 
from the wound he had received, and grasping 
the revolver of the enppoeed rebel, throwing 
the muzzle upwards, at the same time draw- 
ing bis own revolver and got bis finger oa tbe 
trigger. At this critical moment, they being 
near the house, the woman within, hearing 
tbe fuss outside, opened the door, thi light of 
the candle revealing the twocomOatanta, they 
recognized eaeh other without any more 
bloodshed. 

Brutal Mbkuhb. — Freai a letter written 
by James H. Chirk, Commissary-Sergeant in 
the 17th Indiana regiment, to bis friends in 
Gitoton county, the Rvansville Times learns 
fhe following case of rebei ernelty toward 
eon: a Ur-ion soldiers. In a skirmish in Geor- 
gia recently, a tew men of the IT. i Indiana 
were captured by Forrest's cavalry. Thel7;h 
Is now a part of Wilder's brigade of mounted 
infantry. This brigade has been in the ad- 
vance of the Army of the Cumberloml for a 
ytar or more, and have eltiu a large number 
of the enemy. They have been detailed oftan 
to hunt up and confiscate horses and forage 
from the enemy, and in this way have become 
very cbpoxions to the rebels. A short time 
since a few of the 17th boys were captured by 
Foire.t's cavalry. Not long after, the brig- 
ade pressed Forrest to close that he could not 
well get away with hi9 prisoners, so he delib- 
erately cut their throats, stripped thnm of 
their clothes, and left them unburied. When 
our men came up they tonnd their comrtdes 
in this conditiom. They swore eternal ven- 
geance against Forrest's entire crew, and 
should they get hold of any of them, their 
end will be awful. 

Among the seen murdered was Lieutenant 
Covington, of Cincinnati, the adjutant of the 
regiment, a young man not yet of age, but a 
kind and intelligent young man and a good 
office r. 

Tbi Rbbbl eaaBrsRooTiKS. — The informa- 
tion from Georgia to the Chattanooga Gv 
xette is that the efforts of the rebel sharpshoot- 
ers to pick of eur officers are fearfully suc- 
cessful, much More so, indeed, than ever be- 
fore. Most of them use a recently Imported 
Wli'.worth gere, which is said to be superior 
toanything in nee by our forces. Iiisunder- 
stcod that the rebels pay as much as $1,600 
apiece for these guns. One of the gnat woe 
eaptured the other side of Raaacea some time 
titice in this way: A sharpsbooter (rebel) 
climbed into a tree and tied a handkerchief 
around his waist to prevent his falling in 04se 
• should b« wounded. Tbe rebel was not 
rro-rre than comfortably fixed before a Fed- 
eral sharpthoo er fired a shot through bis 
neek and instantly killed him. He hnog in 
the tree until onr lines extended to the st>,t, 
when he was cnt down and h!s gui uk*n. 
Major Norton, Colonel Wiles, Captain Siiuri- 
dan, and many others were not wi'.h the 
Whitworth rifle. 

Icebh. Dinar ta Tfrereresst — The Chat- 
tanooga Gasette has advices trom upper Hast 
Tennessee, wh'c'n state that a week or so ajo 
Major Dave Fry ec-ertained that John Arnold, 
Jobs Fitapattiek. Sam Davis, and other rebel 
thieves, were in Greenville, aud immediately 
determined to either capiaro them or give 
them a thrashing. He gathered together a 
number of gallant mountain boys, and, wi'.h 
a few regular soldiers, surrounded the town. 
The whole affair was managed with such ad- 
mirable secrecy thtit they were taken wholly 
by surprise*, and report emj3 that each man 
looked out for himself without regard to r tnk 
or character for pluck. About twelve were 
killed in the attack. Some thirty were cap- 
tured, but all but about twenty died on their 
way to Knox»il!e. Lieut. Reynolds, a brother 
of the noted Captain of that name, died sud- 
denly. 
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On the 8ih of March the Hon. Anson 
Bnrlingame, United States Minister to China, 
called tbe attention of the Chinese Govern- 
ment to the depredations of the Alabama 
committed in Chinese waters against the ves- 
sels of the United States, and asked the I at- 
rial Government to deny, in accordance 
h the treaties existing between China and 
tbe United States, to the rebel vessels admis- 
sion to Obitete ports, to iustruot its officers to 
see that no supplies be given to them, and that 
they be not allowed to buy any coal or ammu- 
nition. The request of Mr. Bnrlingame was 
complied with on the 16th of March, Prince 
Kung informing him that instructions, as re- 
quested, bad been despatched to the Gover- 
nors of the mariiine provinces, and that the 
Ministers of Great Britain, France, and Rus- 
sia bad been notified of this measure. 



GeaaiLLAi Aeais.— The Cairo Democrat 
■nderetands that a band of guerillas made a 
descent on Island Mo 5 (Wolf Island) onThurs- 
day night, and eaptured large quantities of 
Government mules, horses, and cattle. The 
place had been left in charge of an old negro 
and his wife while the troops had been sent 
out on some expedition. The rovers became 
aware of these facts, and pounced on the place 
in an unguarded moment when there was no 
one to oppose them. A number of citizens 
reeu'ing in that vicinity have been arrested on 
suspicion of comDlicity in the matter, and are 
now under gaard awaiting trial. 



-Robert J. Walker's health was some- 
what impaired by an occurrence which took 
place in London, last October, because of hii 
yielding te aeeosopany eome friends in a bal- 
loon asceDtion. The balloon rose some two 
and a half miles in about seven minutes. 
Owing to the feet that the Governor had not 
provided himself with a change of elothing, 
and the fall of the thermometer 23 degrees, 
and the increased rarefaction of the air, conges- 
tion of the lunge ensued, followed by a copious 
flow of blnod from the limes. He left for 
Italy on the let of March. But it was not 
until he drew near to Alexandria, Egypt, that 
his health materially improved.

JSJ- The Great Central Fair for the benefit 
of tbe Sanitary Commission, is now pro.3rea> 
ing with the most splendid success. AH the 
neighboring States had been iavited to con- 
tribute, and came forward in the most libsral 
manner. At the opening of the Fair, Gov. 
Parker, of New Jersey, took part in the cere- 
mony, and the Evening Bulletin, of Philadel- 
phia, shows Its decency aid hospitality toy 
making the following allusions to his speech: 
Governor Parker, of New Jersey, was for- 
tunate in having an eminently respectable 
and well-bred audience to listen to him, in the 
Fitir building yesterday. His speech, al- 
though containing much that was worthy of all 
commendation, was still so tinged wita Oop- 
perheadism, that we are not q tite sure but 
that had he not been a stringer among ui, 
and bad his audience been less thoughtful 
and considerate, the cry of "talk about, the 
Union I* with wbictt bis speech was frequently 
uteeted, wcu'd have been put io s more de- 
ti'ied form "of disapprobation. Throughout 
tie gi eater part of his speech Gov. Parker 
wes evidently trj ing to "beg" the Copper- 
head qae.tion, ai.d his was the only addross 
of the dr.y that savored of that peculiar politi- 
cal element. 

In the same number of the Bulletin ttg re- 
porter furnishes a sketch of the remarks 
made by Governor Parker, which we subjoin: 
Gov. Parker said wo had assembled to ded- 
icate these magnificent buildings to ibn army 
and navy of the United Spates. As tha rep- 
resentative of one of those States, whoas peo- 
ple bad contributed so largely to this exhibi- 
tion, he was iiivhed to p&rticipata in t'a-s* 
exercises. The objects of this fair should com 
metid themselves to every one. Tbe real phi- 
lnnthropiet will not stop to inquire tbe causes 
of the suffering, but he will hiS'.een to the re- 
lief of his follow-mea wherever and under 
whatever circumstances found. S'aould 
any in the name of philanthropy 
use the position which their garb gives 
them for partistn or selfish purpo3es,they were 
undeserving of association in a Christian 
cemmonity. Whatever difference exists in 
the country, especially as to the civil policy 
of our rulers, yet in cartyiog forth any pro- 
ject to diminish Buffering and allevi itiog the 
hardthipsot our noble defenders, wo should 
stand upon one common gronod.

The L-g- 
isletUTe of Naw Jer. : ey, with commeoda- 
b'.e unanimity, have adopted everv proposi- 
tion having for its object the weif^re of the 
poldier in tbe field or his family at home. 
Tbay had placed at the disposal of tbe State 
Executive a fund which, with tbe blessing of 
God, has enabled him to save many valuable 
lifea and carry joy to m.»ny households. Yet 
with all our provisions for the army by S ate 
aLd Federal LUthorities, something was yet to 
be done. Tbe Sanitary Commiasion nob'.y 
fills up the gap. 

Tbe troops of Delaware, Pennsylvania, and 
New Jeisey bad received munificont aid from 
the Sanitary Commission. Therefore, it is to 
be hoped that tbe ptosis of thoso States will 
support and contribute to this great Fair with 
a liberal spirit. He hoped that no uncharioa- 
blo spirit would prevail, no denouncing of 
eaeh other for their opinion?, but all aiming 
to work with each other for the comatoj 
good.

Major Norton was 
a resident of Boston, and his mother reeides 
in tbat city at the preeent time. His unci: 
arrived in Chattanooga to take bis remains 
home for interment. Among Major Norton's 
ificc's was found a letter marked on tbe out- 
fde, "To be opened if I am killod." The let- 
ter bequeathed bis property to his honored 
mother. D. N. Norton wa3 a good soldier and 
a patriotic citizen. His fiiondi will delight to 
chemh his memory, nor will they have any 
occasion to bury any faults of his — he had 
few, very few. 

GuvB.irt.A8 m Mavsvillb — The Eagle says 
tbe rebel Pete Rverett, with a party of about 
one hundred men, again visited that city on 
Wednesday evening, between four aud five 
o'clwk. They burned the amphitheatre, flor- 
al ball, and cottage belonging to the North 
Kentucky Agricultural and Mechanical Asso- 
ciation, which cost over $20,000; also the 
bridge over tbe North Foik, on tbe Flenvngs- 
buig pike. They killed Mr. James Conrad, 
living in East Maysville, who was crossing 
the river in a tkiff. They shot him through 
the head, in the presence of b'S wite, who 
begged them to spare her husband, tbu he 
was tbe fath;r of six children. They have 
taken a large number of horses, some 
clothing, hardware, money, aud watche3. 
They didn't appear to have been any respecter 
of persons, having taken from rebels and 
Union meih 

IQ/' A most brutal and cold-blooded mnr- 
der occurred in Spriugfield, Ohio, on Monday, 
the 6th inst. John Menely and his partner, 
Pngb, attacked a saloon-keeper named Low- 
rie at night in his own establishment with 
knives, hatcbeus, shovels, and clubs, and 
literally chopped the unfortunate man to 
pieces. Menely is out in a card to one of the 
Springfield papers asking for a suspension of 
public opinion in the ca«e, and alleging that 
Lowrie was killed under a misapprehension 
that he was another man with whom he had 
a fight earlier in the evening.

OOCNT OF TUB QRKAT SOUIIIKBN V1BUISIA 
RAID

The cavalry raid of that dashing and gal- 
lant officer. Gen. Averil 1 , made fiom Charle - 
ton, West Virginia, May 8, was nudoubtedly 
one of the most hazardous and brilliant of the 
war. It was, too, successful. All and mors 
tbnn the usual dangets of tie 1 and flood were 
encountered — rivers were swam, forests pene- 
trated, mountains scaled, unknown rezions 
traversed, enemies met. For n?ward ot sii'y 
miles »f the mountain travel there was notc- 
ing but precipitous bridle paths, e.nd for that 
distance did the men on foot drag themselves 
and their horses np and down. But seven 
dsjs' rations and proportionate amrauni'ioa 
had been taken. For eighteen days — includ- 
ing (our days after meeting Gon. Crook — the 
command weie unheard of by thei: friend-. 
Alter the 11th their ammunition wai about 
exhausted, and but for tbe fortunate capture 
of a rebel train on the 9 h, they wou.d f;ave 
hren without food; as it was, tboy were reven 
days on half rations. They had riddeo, walk- 
ed, forded, swam, climbed, and fought duriue 
the raid of three hundred and fifty miles, ex- 
hibiting an endurance and heroism challeng- 
ing tke admiration of the world of chivalry. 

The principal object of Gen. Avcnll's move- 
ment was to distract the attention of tbe rebel 
Gers. Jenkins and tbe noted John Morgan, 
a no by diverting it toward himself oreveat a 
junction of their forces against Gea. Crook, 
who designed moving on to Dublin, destroy- 
ing tbe stores and tho Virginia and Tennessee 
Railroad at that place, and the bridge (the 
largest and finest in the Soutb)on New River, 
Eeven miles above. Tbe purpose was aTcim- 
plished, Gsn. Crook effecting tha complete 
destruction be designed, and Gen Morgan 
tbe while, aa It proved, holdiag him:etf at 
Wythville, southwest about thirty mtl>;3 dis- 
tent on the railroad, in expectation ot Gjn. 
Averill. Another purpose of the raid was 
the destruction of the road at whatever point 
it should be struck, and Gen. Averill, starting 
from Charleston, May 1,' selected Wythviile 
ss his destination. His command consisted 
of the First, Second, and Third Virginia and 
Fourteenth Pennsylvania cavalry, and the 
tbiity-fourth Ohio mounted infautry — in all 
2,500 men. 

The march was without incident until the 
evening of the 7tb, when the adrauca sudden- 
ly came npoa and gobbled up some rebel 
pickets; rapidly advancing, they came upon 
on entirecompany of the 8th Virginiacava:ry, 
partof John Mergan's men, en gaged in gameso! 
ball and quoits, capturing the who'.e of them, 
9*ve the captain, who escaped to the baches. 
The bor«s were also taken. Ia the surprise 
cnly eome five or six shots wore fired, and 
they without itjury. Toe robs were bewil- 
dered nt first, chagrined afterward, and ex- 
pressed surprise at the temerity of the rail. 
This ote-iired at Abb's Vailey, 140 miles 
sou beast of Charleston. The pn-ssuce, ot a 
superior force in that section was euspectei, 
std the command that night camped on tae 
l liiy grtund of their prisoners. 

Tbe text morning, two miles troa camp, 
rebel pickets were met, who open 'd a tire oa 
our advance; - they weie driven back and the 
march continued, until the enemy were fouid 
posti-d iu tbe woods on the hills. Scouts wero 
sent forward, but wero driven back, some 
wounded, without being able to F.scertaia the 
mutter of the opposing force. 

Gen. Averill coacladed to fi^ht; the nature 
of the ground was such thai; cavalry was uoe- 
lesi, e.nd tbe 34th Ohio and 21 Vi'gini«, or 
dere-d to dismount, were thrown out u9 skir- 
mishers oa either flank; they gallantly went 
to their work; brisk firing ensued, our men 
preeted forward Into the woods and np the 
hill!", Ire m one to another of whioa the rebels 
were driven for twelve miles, when they broke 
cover aud fled to J eflerson ville, three miles 
b>yocd. This skirmishing wood and hih 
fighti: g h=.d continued for six hours O. 
Gen. Avert i' . command two w<>re killed and 
five wounded; the rebels km seventeen killed 
and catriede ff their wouuded. 

At the close of tbe fight, a man well posted 
in the miii'ary policy of the robels came in, 
and, suirendering himself to General Averiil, 
Wok tee oath ot allegiance. He gave much 
valuable information, and S|iecially valuable — 
the fslet that Morgan was then at Saltsville, 
tweLty mi esfrom Jefler . with a strong 
force on tbt- qui fits for oar command. It 
was farther atoortained that nil the mountain 
D«seee on the route from Jjffersonrille to 
Wy'l Tills w re strongly gmrded, and that 
j asmge tbtonjih would be impossible. 

Tbat night, therefore. Gen Averill marched 
1 uck eeveti milrs. branching off ten miles t9 
Princeton, where ho camped. The next 
mcrning, a mile ont, a rebel train of ten wag- 
ons, loaded with provisions, was ctptured; 
what tbe force required, and they were sadly 
in need, was takea and the balance destroyed. 

A colored woman came up to the rear guard 
of tbe column and informed them thai in a 
cave about a mile up the mouatain medical 
s oiee were concealed. Twelve m.-n were de- 
tailed to search for them, and on reaching the 
spot w ere assailed by some thirty rebels on 
f,nard. They retreated to the main column 
and returned rtimorced. The rebels skedad- 
dled, the cave was entered, a large quantity 
of medicines and surgical instruments were 
discovered, all of which were destroyed. A 
we*ry march was taken across Walker Moun- 
tain to Mountain Gap, and the next day ( h» 
10th) a ft reed maicb of tweuty-fire miles 
btought tbu command to O»vo Mountain G tp 
five miles irom the expected goad — Wythvilte. 
The Gap w*s reached at 3 P. M, and here 
the (alien! fighting occurred. 

Evidettly information of our movemon's 
tad reached Morgau, lor at the Gap wasuu- 
exjMCtedly ditcovered the redoubiabiereb.il 
cbtef, with full 5,000 cavalry and infancy 
aid kur pieces of cannon. Portions of hij 
lorce were strongly posted on each side of tho 
Gap, and npou the cliffs to the tront and 
s dta, while the cannou commanded the tp- 
proscb. Our force, thus suddenly, ant), as it 
would seem, overwhelmingly met, had beta 
reduced to 2 000 rren, 500 having been on the 
6:h day despatched to reinforce Gen. Orook. 
Scarcely had tbe rebe's, thus imprcgaably en- 
ecorced, been revealed in front, ere two heav/ 
ltneaof thiimishers, strongly supported, were 
oiseovt red rapidly advancing in splendid stvls 
ovir a clearing and oa to our right flaak The 
loo discoveries were almost sioiultaneoua. 
Gen. Averill a. once took ia the pariioni situ- 
ation; to retreat was ruin, to advance certain 
distinction, to Surrender was never thought 
of. Mothiug was to be done but to hold his 
ground, make desperate, stubborn resistance, 
aDd during it to await the cover ot the nigbt. 
The gallant Colonel Schoonmuker, command- 
ing the second brigade, was, with the Four- 
teenth Pennsylvania and F rst Virginia, 
(mounted,) buriiedly thrown out across to tha 
light of a road on a rise, there to meet the ap- 
(.touching columns, which they nobly did, 
receiving the fire of the enemy — present- 
ing a front of twice their own— at c ose 
range, and returning it so rapidly and with 
ouch deadly effect, tbat repeated attempts 
to charge upon them failed. Co ooel 
tHhoonuiaker made no attempt to advance, 
but held his position under a constant fire Tor 
me henr, when, upon a thrua en d flauk 
movement on h i right by the r*oo! cavalry. 
Gen. AveiiH ordeieu him ta Tail 'juck ocro« 
the read, and on the ri:bt of the aecoad col- 
li Kit, which bad been t'ormei tber», consist- 
it ft of the 34th Onio and 2d and 3d Virginia, 
ah dismounted, under the commaad of Brig- 
adier- General DLf£«. He had tuffered coa- 
B'derably, and was compelled to le»ve 
bis deed and badly wounded on tbo line 
wheie they had fallen. The movement 
was made leisurely and In excellent or- 
e'er. It was greeted by exultant shouts by tho 
lebels, who pressed rapidly forward as far as 
tho abandoned line, but the now united col- 
umns, presenting a sclid and unflinching 
front, delivered with rapidity and withering 
precision a fire which prevented further ad 
vance, and temporarily staggered into confu- 
sion tbe opposing ranks. From the outset of 
tbe fight both columns, while holding in 
check tbe vastly superior force in front, were 
subjected at easy musketry range to the cross 
fire cf tbe infantry and artillery at the Gao. 
Tie terrible position of Geneial Averill's 
c< ttirnand no description can convey the 
correct idea of. They were on a cleared sec- 
tion, wi h a force double their own to the left,

The 2d Virginia, 
nn tbe left of the second colnmn and 
in close targe of the Gap, constantly 
nrder mnrderoni fire, extorted the ad- 
miration of tbe enemy and won that of ita 
own ci mmand by its splendid conduct. It 
was as 6rm es a rock; every movement was 
executed with the ease and precisioa of adrees 
parade, end the moral eff-ct of its splendid 
tearing mfnsed tbe strength of another regi- 
ment On the field, as in general order/ it 
received from Gen. Averill tho warmest praise. 
Cereral Averill woo constantly at the front

he was again in the saddle and to the froV, 
there remaining nntil the close of the fight.

For five long hours did this desperate fight 
continue; net one inch of the second line hal 
been yielded; Morgan, on repeated attempt?

amid hel Kh yells, being repulsed, and wboa 
night came te seemed glad to seek repose from 
the obstinate and bloody contest, and to bis 
fiubborn foee that night was indeed welcome. 
Gen. Averill's loss in killed and wounded was 
135. Six prisoners w ere taken, and from tbe.a 
it was ascertained that the rebel loss was for 
in excess of ours. 

T! o killed and badly wounded were neceP- 
tarily left in the hsida of the enemy, till 
being no conveyance for th?ni, and at dirk, 
having plsced the latter in a farmhouse ne e 
by, and leaving a tuegeon in charge, th) 
oomrcacd hastily got away without any at- 
tempt by Morgan being made to pursue them, 
or even feel their position. A rapid march 
ot thirteen miles was had for Walker's Moun- 
ts o. with the design of crossing it an 1 
le .chirg Dublin, where Gen. Orook was ex- 
pected to be met.

Tho order was given to halt, and 
ibe worn out men and horses, stretched in 
sicgle file from base to summit on the pi dp 
iicus, rocky mountain's side, laid down to 
re6t_ Singularly enough, yet confirm >'o. r of 
tbe terrible punishment the enemy b ,d re- 
ceived, tbey were not disturbed, and a day- 
light were on the march .again. The BOttntaia 
paeeed, a-~d a Icrced march made duriug the 
day of thirty two miles, to Dubliu. Here 
w<s a s&d disappointment, for, thou/h the 
cod woik ot destruction which General 
Creek had done was seen, yet he w i r.'t 
n.'t. Remaining over nigbt an early m^rch 
w»e made of seven miles to New riv«r; it 
wes greatly swollen, but wascresseu wit i the 
loss ot two men, four horses, and destr.ic.iiu 
or all tbe ammunition, and, ten miles fu-.hrr 
en, the Vi'ginia aud Tennessee Railroad was 
S'ruek at Cbristianebarg.

While ret konirg on these thifgi, wVunst 
t ot forget that tcete is one man whose opin- 
ions are decided, and who. wha'ever councils 
at Oasaca may decree, wxil be likc-ly to act iu- 
d |»eDdently ; that is Mow<»li, Prince of Nagato 
< r Cbosin — Daitcn-ao-Daiboo, aa he is as f.e- 
i,ut ntly called. 

He bas thrown down the glove, and cannot 
fail to be looked upon by tbe Japanese coldiors' 
csEte as one of the heroes after the old stamp of 
Yoriromo end Taiko-Sama.

Latest from Frankfort. 

A gentleman from Cincinnati, who, in 
e;nipoxy wiih Mr. Samuels, our State Audi- 
tor, left Fraikforl at 4 o'clock on Sunday 
eveolnc, and arrived in this city at 2 o'clock 
Monday morning, bas furnished uj with some 
particulars in regard to the late besiegement 
of the Capital. He states that two traias left 
Fiankfort on Thursday for this city, the one 
in advance loaded with the archives of the 
State, tbe ether with passengera — ladiea and 
gentieten — to the number of one hundred and 
fiay. In the attack on ths forward train it 
wes thought that six of the guerillas were 
killed. Both trains succeeded in gelling s ;'c- 
)y heck le Frankfort. 

The city was inves'ed by tho rebsls on Fri- 
df.y morning. Tbeir alrengih is varioutly 
estimated Irom seventy. fivo to three hundred. 
Two desperate assaults' werema.de o-i the fort 
Ibe first ccmnieLcing at 7 o'clock in tbe even- 
ing. Tbe rcboli each time were handsomely 
repui E ej with a Io<s of ten men. Oa Satur- 
day everybody sojourning in the city were 
tt: ecd into tho milida service. Fifty men 
with one gun were stationed at the arsenal. 
Tbe gun was planted so as to command tho 
approach to the tunnel. Squads of rebels at- 
tempted to ad7aace through the tunnel sev- 
eral tiuiea, but were driven back. 

Mr. Gibson, e6n Of the ttfbprltlo? o? tha 
Gibson House, Cincinnati, was plicej in 
chsrge of one of the guns in the fort, aad did 
excellent service, makicg several gool sho'a. 
Oi-e ot his shells exploded in close proximity 
to a squad of rebels on the main hill, c»tisin.T 
ibe ci to make a hasty skedaddle .'or quarters 
lets exposed. Another killed two, horses aad 
tbeir riders. Two lags of truce were Bent 
into tho fort demanding a surrender. Gov 
Bramlette replied to the last oae that no more 
firtgs would be recogniied; that he would fire 
on the bearers if another should be sent. The 
casualties in tbe fort were very Blight. Mr. 
Vanwickle, Secretary of State, bad his thigh 
graied by a musket ball. John M. Todd, As 
eistantClefk of the House of Representatives, 
bad bia right thumb ehot away. 

A paity of twenty-five school girls, from 
tbe inatilule at Georgetown, were ia the city 
during tbe eeige, the guests of the Capitol Ho- 
tel. Their conduct was outrageously rebel- 
lious. On Saturday two contrabands rode 

hastily pest the hotel and i>„: \ the,', 

tbe fcrt bad surrendered. The young mis*ea 
Indulged in various exclamations of deligh', 
aud gitbering arennd tbe piano they p'ayed 
anl fang the Bonnie; Blue Flag. It would be 
well fe?r unv.loua parents to lapk after thej> 
prericus daning?, and teach them to be. I«3> 
rebellious in the future. Quiet woj restorer" 
iu Frankfort when cur informant left. P.-,op'.c 
were returning to business, and no feeara were, 
entertained of further atte.cka from the rebels.

PABUAMtNTARY FrcTioss. — It ia not sur- 
prising that we should often be misunder- 
stood and misrepresented in Europe, where 
even those who ought to know better join in 
the vulgar cry, and swell tbe chorus against 
us. On the twelfth of May a conversation 
took place, in the House of Lord*, between 
tbe Karl of Elienbomugh and Earl Russell, 
which exemplifies this in such a remarkable 
manner, that we are justified in referring to 
it here. Lord Ellenborough (the Ned Pep- 
per of Bulwer a novel of "Paul Clifford") is 
a very able man, one of the best Parliamen- 
tary orators, has been a Cabinet Minister, 
end was Viceroy of India for nearly three 
years. Had his ambition been, we will not 
aay greater, but mo e persistent, and his 1 ive 
of ease considerably leas, this nobleman 
might ha\e been Prime Minister ere this; but 
he ia a political Sybarite, a diplomatic poco- 
curantcj too carelesa and too lazy to take 
much trouble to effect any object. In Parlia- 
ment, lie wages a sort of guerilla warfare 
with the Ministry, and especially delights in 
"badgering" Lejpi Rusaeil. They are much 
■boat the same age (Ellcnborough born in 
17110 aud Russell in 1792), but the contrast, 
moral Bnd physical, between them is ao rc- 
inaikttMc as to l«e almost ludicrous. Earl 
RuBBell is about the worst public speaker in 
Kugland, hesitating and stammering, and 
1. w voiced as well as indistinct. Lord El- 
lenbcrougb is fluent, and can bs eloquent. 
He bas a full, flexible, and expressive voice, 
which is audible witboutever being strained. 
Again, aa to tbe physical difference: Lord 
Ellen borough is over six feet hi^h, well made 
and handsome, whereas Lord Rusaeil is about 
five feet four inches in height, and never had 
the slightest claim to be considered well- 
I looking. 

Ou the evening in question, the Earl of 
Ellenborongh arose in bis place iu tho Houae 
of Lords, and "called the attention of tbe 
Foreign Secretary to a letter which had beeu 
jjublifhe>el iu the Niiw York Herald, from 
an officer of the United States army, describ 
ing what be termed weil authenticated cases 
of kidnapping foreigners by the United States 
authoriiie-s. The men thus illegally enlisted 
were principally seamen for the navy; but a 
aimilar practice was pursued with regard to 
reciuiw for the army. The noble Earl, hav- 
ing read the letter, said it waa impossible 
that the practices meulloned in it could be 
carried on without the knowledge of the su- 
perior officers of the United States army and 
navy. These were serious grievances, and 
be wished to know what steps her Majesty a 
Government had taken, or would take, to pro- 
tect English subjects." 

There is something inexpressively ludi- 
crous in a nobleman s making a complaint in 
tbe English House of Lords, entirely baaed 
upon a letter published in the New York 
Herald— a journal not particularly noted for 
tbe reliability of its statements. 

Earl R.18 ell, however, seriously replied to 
tbe question, instead of taking it as a merry 
piece cf banter, and, as it seems tons, commit- 
ted the great mistake of accepting the charge 
as true. He ia reported to have said "That, 
without givirg any answer with respect to 
thep .rticular casea raentiooed by the noble 
earl, be had to state that great hardthip* had 
undouhti clu been tujfcrcd by British tubject* 
inthe United Stole). It hod happened in mq, 
ny coin that mrti had tVfn tfrnoff'^, or kept 
vithout food, to induce them to enlitl; after 
which they had been marched off to a dis- 
tance, so aa to be unable to invoke the assist 
ance of ilip British authorities. He was sor 
ry to say Uiat, although Lord Lyons had 
made repealed complaints of this kind of 
conduct, he had not yet been able to obtain 
any redress from the Government of the 
United Stales. The noble earl then referred 
to some individual case s, but in a tone so in- 
audible tbat his remarks did not reach the 
gallery. He waa understood to say that it 
«as very discreditable that the practices 
complained of should bo allowed to go on 
without any effective check from the United 
States Government. If they gave large- 
bounties they ought to see that they did uot 
Btimulate Ihe kidnapping of men, and espe- 
cially of foreigners, who bad no intention of 
enlisting. He would make the strongest re- 
monbtrancea if the present practices, which 
were a disgrace to the United States, con- 
tinued." 

There is no truth in what Lord Russell 
said. British subjects have not sustained 
gieal hardships in this country during the 
war. and it has never happened— not in any- 
proven case — that, in any caaea men had been 
drugged or kept without food to induce them 
tu enlist, and then removed to a diatance to 
be out of the way of protection from British 
authorities. Lord Lyons may have dreamed 
of such things, may have been told of tbem 
by ingenious fiction-raisers, but the thing 
tlate d baa not occurred. If it had, even in a 
single instance, wc have newspapers enough 
veiy willing aud able to ctist it into the; Ueia 
of our Government. There has been no drug- 
ging or starving or kidnapping of British 
subjects, and Lord Russell had no right to 
elcc-lurc that there was. As a Minister of the 
British Crown what be says carries a curtain 
wc-ijrot or authority with it, and he should 
be careful as to whal be says. Not long ago, 
in ic-ponse to tho Earl of D rl>y, be lauieut- 
nl I be frequency of enlistments in Ireland 
for ihe American service, and withiu twenty- 
four hours after giving his sanction to this 
fiction, Sir Roundi 11 Paimer, the Attorney 
General, declared in the House of Commons, 
that not even a solitary rase of enlistment 
had been proved. Lord Russell should speak 
lucre guardedly of Ibis country.

Origin ot Naxiks im Aukansab. — Bayou 

Meire, or Melo. — We c'o not think that 
"bayou" is a French word, but it is evideutly 
a cteole corruption of "boyau," a gulf, an in- 
testine or canal. We never see it 011 French 
maps to dauote a stream, creek, or water- 
course. "Boyieu" ia the nearest French word 
we can remember. It appears to have been 
applied, by the French se ttlera in Louisiana, 
to those outlels from the delta of the Missis- 
sippi to the Gulf of Mexico, so numerous in 
Western Louisiana. It was also applied to 
what wete called "old river lakes," or to 
those bodies of water left when the river 
foinied a new channel. As settlements pro- 
gressed northward, the word was applied to 
creeks indiscriminately. 

In the early maps and plats of Arkansas, 
it ia spelt "Meto. ' There seems to be no 
meaning attached to this word, hence the 
opinion obtained credence that it waa "Mo- 
tree," or measure, so tbat it was the measured 
creek or creek of measure. This explana- 
tion was such an unsatisfactory one that an- 
other was sought fur. Bayou Meto or Metre 
is eighty or a hundred miles long, and takes 
ita rise up In the hills north of us, in Pulas- 
ki county. Among these hills or ranges are 
the lead mines once worked by a company. 
Tbe stream meanders in a southeasterly di- 
rection and empties into the Arkansas above 
South Bend. Its waters have a copperish or 
metallic taste; tbe creek takes its rise iu a 
mineral region, and at various places along 
its banks are glistening green-looking places 
such as iron ores often show when washed 
by water. From Bome one of these signs the 
creek was probably christened "Bayou Me- 
taux," or the bayou of metals, a name that 
signified the waters were impregnated with 
minerals, or gave evidence of metals. 

To this it msy be objected that the earliest 
Government surveyors wrote the name iu 
tbeir field notes as "Meto," and this spell- 
ing was retained on the plats and maps. 
Hut surveyors were not always educated mea, 
though supposed to be "good at figures." 
They epelt by Bound, and wrote "Meto" as 
their pronunciation of the French word "Me- 
taux. An examination of the earlier field- 
uoleB will show that the surveyors had a very 
independent mode of spelling, and we find 
"oke" for "oak," "prary" for "prairie," and 
others. V are clearly of tho opinion that 
the proper name of the creek is Bayou Ms- 
taux,or mineral creek. 

Very few of the Indian names remain in 
Arkansas. "Oaage" and, perhaps, "Ozark," 
are among these. It appears probable that 
the present aite of Little Rock, or a point 
near it waa once called "Anilco." The In- 
dian village of "Oufotu" was not far from 
tbls point, or perhaps it was on White river, 
near Duvall'a Bluff. Hereafter we may speak 
of De Soto's journey through Arkansas and 
the traces he nas left. There are two or three 
Spanish names, or namesevidently of Spanish 
origin lef I emongus. Among these is"Spadra" 
formerly written "Spadre and "Espadre," 
having referenceto a sword. French names 
are more common in the southern portion of 
the State. These attach mostly to creeks, as 
••Terre No'r,""TerreRouge,""Antoine,"and 
others. In tbe western part of the State we 
find "Petit Jean" or "little John" creek 
Bnd mountain, and "Fourche," which is 
French for fork or prong, applied to a creek. 

Old settlers tell us that Indian names were 
common forty or fifty years ago, but have 
gradually given way to names bestowed by 
the settlers. Iu many cases the settlement, 
or colony, was made up principally of old 
D< ighbors, all from one of the older States. 
Theic give the name of the old locality to 
tbe ne w one. Tcnnesaeeans brought "Nash- 
ville" and "Murfrec«boro" with them. North 
Carolinians were content to name creeks. 

The counties iu this State named from em- 
inent stales men of the better days of the re 
public, are Benton, Crawford, Carroll, Cal- 



boun. Dallas, Franklin, Jefferson, Johnson 
(R. M. Johnson, of Ky ), Madison, Monroe, 
Poinsett, Polk, Randolph, Vau Buren, and 
Washington. The following were named 
from eminent generals or naval oflicera: 
Clark, Green, Jackson, Lafayette, Lawrence. 
Marion, Montgomery, Perry, Pike, Scott, and 
Pulaski. 

The following were named in honor of dis- 
tinguished Arkan8ians: Ashley, formerly 
Senator; ConWay, formerly Governor; Crit- 
tenden, formerly Governor; Desha, Drew, 
Fulton, formerly Senators; Hempstead, Izard, 
Newton, formerly Congressmen; Pope, for- 
merlv Governor; Searcy, Sevier, Sebastian, 
and Yell. 

Chicot may have been named for a person, 
but it ia a French word meaning a stump 
or fragment of wood. If called front 
this, the real name is stump county. Phil- 
lips was so called from an old citizen, and is 
a coruiption of "Phillipe,'' the French for 
' Philip." '-Ouachita," ia supposed to be 
derived from the French, and to signify a 
navigable stream. If so, it comes from an 
almost obsolete French word, "Ouachita" 
which baa been superseded by "Sillage,* 
meaning steerage-way, or a way which may 
be navigated. The other counties, auch as 
Hot Spring, Prairie, Saline, Mississippi, 
White, and St. Francis, derive their name* 
from rivers, or local peculiarities. 

Tn» Ihdiax Expedition. — The great In 
dian expedition which has becD in prepara- 
tion for tome months past was to lesave tha 
western border of this Slate during the pree- 
ejtweek, uuder couimaud of Brigadier Gen- 
eral Sully. He has been in St. Louia for 
Borne monlha past, arranging the prelimina- 
ries for the work before him. 

Our purpose in referring to this matter, at 
the preeent time, is to express our opinion 
generally as to these operations upon our 
northwestern frontier. The settlers of two or 
tb ree different localities have at various time* 
Buffered the most horrible barbarit ea at the 
handa oT the Indians— barbarities too shock- 
ing almost for belief— and they have deserved 
prompt relief aud continued protection at the 
hands of the gereral Government. But we 
believe that speculators and contractors have 
taken advantage of the fears of the settlers, 
and that they are engaged in richly fea. tier- 
ing tbeir nests out of the various expeduioo.1 
which have been sent against the Indiana. 

We arc of the opinion that the numberaof 
cur forces now in those regions, and the con- 
sequent expense to the country, are out of all 
propoition to the necessities of ihe case. 
Such is the judgment of all officers with 
whom we have conversed upon the subject, 
and tbe t umber ia quite large. The force we 
have had in lhat section, doing next to noth- 
ing, would have made a big figure in the war 
of the revolution; now it is Dext to being 
lost sight of aud forgotten altogether. We 
arc informed that Gen. Sibley's expedition 
last year cost about $6,000,000, aud it will 
be remembered that it accompli-hed but very 
liltle. Last ye-ar'a additional expenses, and 
these to be incurrc 1 tbe present seaaou, will 
more- tbaD double these figures. 

Tbe questioo is a delicate one to handle, 
and the Government ba,s, no doubt, acted 
upon the heal, information it could get. It has 
Deeded every dollar and every man in put- 
tiugJclow D the rebellion, but at thes&me time it 



bas desired to afford amol- 



protection to the 



•ettlets of the frontier. It has been an easy 
thing for designing men to raise a cry of 
"Indians," and terrify the settlers to such 
au extent that they have fled from their 
home. Thia thing has been done in Iowa, 
but oeither our rttate authorities, nor, in later 
days, the general Govermeut, have been will- 
ing to begrudge that protectiou which tvii.rAt 
be a real necessity. 

When weak Bttllements demand protec- 
tiou, it is often the most difficult ihmg ia 
the world to determine what amount ia nec- 
essary. But before the present war a few 
companies of regulara sufficed to protect our 
frontier settlements; now it requires regi- 
ments where it then did companies. A 
great portion of thia effort we believe to be 
useless. 

That this is tbe case we have tbe evidence 
of the papcrB published upon the frontier. 
What they desire is not a great expedition 
nhich shall cost millions, and may, perhaps, 

fuil to kill or capture an Indian; but simply 
a cordon of small posts along the outer line 
of the settlements. We have heard it stated 
by competent judges that a single regiment 
of cavalry or liiounteeJ n .'. in. n would ba 
ample for this work. But instead of the sim- 
ple dictate of sound sense and reason, wo are 
to hare an expedition nearly as large as tbat 
wbicb Gen. Johnson led against the Mor- 
mons some years ago, aud we do not believe 
it will accomplish anything at all. 

Our attention has been especially directed 
to this matter frcw the (m lhat two of the 
lest cavalry regiments tbia Slate bas furnish- 
ed are detailed for the expedition, and are 
probably now on tbe march. So far their 
term of service bas been oueof couipiratiTex. 
idleness. This spring aud summer they have 
a prospect of long, tedious, exhausting 
muribes, and we believe tbat will be alL 
T ; ey would hail with joy an order "to move 
upon the works" of our real euemies down 
south, but they have a different taak before 
them. While wc have staled what we be- 
lieve to be true, wc are of the opinion that 
our feeble settlements upon tho frontier need 
and must have protection. But the people de 
not call for these gigantic, swindling expedi- 
tions. Thia species of humbug has grown 
until it has assumed gigantic propor ions, 
anil it is time tbat public altcntioo should be 
railed lo it. if any man eliff-rs with us, our 
columns are fully at his disposal if he rhosee 
10 attempt a tcfuiation of our statements.

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ffiy-We were mistaken in sajinfcor imply- 
ing yesterday that the rebels made a regular 
attack on Frankfort last Saturday. They in- 
deed demanded formally the unconditional 
surrender of the Capital; bnt, on the uncon- 
ditional rejection of their demand, they did 
sot attack the place. They contested them- 
Bilves, while they remained in the vicinity, 
with occasional shots from distant points, 
without attempting an attack, for which in 
reality they wero too weak, numbering, as 
-was afterwards ascertained, not more than 
sixty or seventy, their pretension of strength 
in demanding a surrender having bjen simple 
bravado, with or without a military purpose. 
They larked and showed their teeth but did 
not dare to bite. The only attack upon 
which the rebels ventured, so fir as we 
are advised, occurred the previous evening 
abcutdusk, when, stealing up behind the fort, 
tbey got possession of two cannon placed on 
different points or spurs of the hill at some 
distance from the fort, but yielded the possei- 
Sion to the rightful owners after a sharp and 
short conflict, in which the citizsn soldiers of 
the Capital displayed conspicuous gallantry. 
The dimensions of the fi^ht at Frankfort, as 
the public already knows, have been exag- 
gerated, but the gallantry of the citizens has 
xol been exaggerated. It deserves everything 
that has been said of it. To the citizons of 
Frankfort, nnder the worthy leadership of 
Oovernor Bramlette, seconded nobly by bis 
military associates in the government and by 
Colonel Monroe on the part of the Federal 
Army, we undoubtedly owe the safety of the 
Capital in this most eventful if not most criti- 
cal hour. Too much honor cannot easily be 
rendered to those to whom so much is due. 



' The disaster sustained by General 
Hobson and his command near Cynthiana on 
•8uLday Las created a deep feeling of pain 
among the loyal portions of our people. Gen. 
Eoteon has generally done exceedingly well in 
this war. He has been regarded as an offi:er 
of great eaergy and sound military judgmen*. 
Be is known to have rendered very effective 
service in his pursuit of John Morgan through 
Indiana and Ohio, and in other campaigns. 

But we regret that General Hobson suf- 
ered himself to be taken pt such disadvan- 
tage at Cynthiana. He had not more than 
Six hundred men, and they were new and 
'untried troops. Surely he could not ration- 
ally hope to be able, with these, and without 
fortifications, to withstand John Morgan's 
three thousand veterans. It seems that Mor- 
gan's forces made the attack, and we rather 
conclude that the attack must have been a 
sun-rise. If the Federal General had ascer- 
tained, through scouts and pickets thrown 
out sufficiently far, the approach and strength 
of the enemy, he would probably have retreat- 
ed, as he might easily have done. And we 
think he Bhould have retreated when ho saw 
the rebels attempting to surround him. It is 
almost as bad for an officer to stand wh«n 
he shouldn't as to run when he shouldn't. 

Gen. Hobson and about 300 of his men are 
reported in the despatches to have surrendered 
"upon the condition that the men should be 
immediately exchanged." Bat certainly the 
rebel commander, whether John Morgan or 
anybody else, had no power either to exchange 
the men immediately or to parole them im- 
mediately. By the stipulation made nearly a 
year ago between the agents of the .Federal 
Government and the Southern Confederacy, 
paroles are not binding unless the fersons 
paroled have been held as prisoners for a 
specified time, and surely nobody Opposed 
that a guerilla leader has authority to negDti- 
ate exchanges. If Hobson and his men have 
been paroled, their paroles are null and void, 
and if they have been released for exchange 
the proceeding imposes no obligation on the 
Federal autlorities to release rebel prisoners 
in exchange tor them. 

All are of course anxious Co /earn what bas 
been, or is to be, the fate of the gallant Hob- 
son and his command. God keep them out 
of Libby ! As we write this, we learn that 
Gen. Hobson and the other prisoners were re- 
captured by a scouting party. 



1 Whilst such great events are taking 
place in front of Richmond, the steady, con- 
tinual, and brilliant successes of General Sher- 
man seem scarcely to attract the attention due 
to them. Thev are of vast magnitude and 
importance. The armies of Sherman and 
Johnston are not so large as those of Grant 
and Lee, but, next to these, they are equal in 
magnitude to the greatest armies of modern 
times. 

Sherman's campaign, thus far, has been a 
Wonderful one. He has been fighting all the 
time since be set out for Atlanta. Almost 
every day he has fought powerful rebel forces 
in powerful positions, and invariably driven 
them back. In do single instance has he fail- 
ed to achieve a triumph. This proves that he 
is wise and prudent as well as brave and res- 
olute. His losses have no doubt been great, 
but he looks at the mighty object before him, 
and sees that it wonld be cheaply bought with 
even a profusion of precious, patriotic blood. 
And it seems truly remarkable, that, al hough 
be is more than a hundred miles beyond Chat- 
tanooga, and between four and five hundred 
frem his baee of supplies, he has been able to 
keep up railroad communication throughout 
the entire distance nearly the whole time. 

Cndonbtedly it is necessary for Gan. Saer- 
man in moving upon Atlanta, now so short a 
distance in his front, to move slowly and with 
the utmost vigilance and care. He has never 
made a blunder, and he dees not mean to com- 
mence blundering now. He beholds the great 
prize ahead, and he is resolved that even fate 
hall not prevent his grasping it. The coun- 
try can afford to let him take his own time, 
for it knows that his own time is always 
Boon enough. He has the energy of a dozen 
Generals in his single soul. He seeks no 
newspaper fame. Most other Generals flatter 
end entertain the army correspondents of the 
press, expectiDgof course that all favors will 
be returned in the form of extravagant eulo- 
gies, but Gen. Sherman seeks nothing from 
them and scarcely consents to tolerate them 
in his camp. Not unfrequently he expels 
them from bis lines, and of course incurs their 
bitter hostility. We don't say, that in this 
be pursues the best course, but certainly bis 
action shows that be would have deeds not 
pens to speak for him. 

When the muse of history shall write the 
events of this war, she will dwell upon no 
name more lovingly and admiringly than upon 
that of Sherman.

j^*About threo months ago, W. W. Tice, 
Colonel 42d militia at Maj field, Ky., received 
orders from the Inspector-General of the State 
to proceed immediately with the organization 
and enrolment of the militia of Graves county. 
He prepared without delay the draft of a 
pos er, informing the citizens of their duties 
uuier the State law and of the limits of the 
sv eral battalion and company districts into 
wMch he had thought proper to divide the 
county. Before the posters could be obtained 
from the printer, the Federal forces were with- 
drawn from the vicinity, and the guerillas 
made a raid into Mayfield, and, since that 
time, the whole county has been in complete 
possession of Forrest, Faulkner, Buford, and 
various other Confederate guerillas and cav- 
alry. No one now can tell when the organi- 
zation of the militia of Graves will be p}3- 
sible. 

In the meantime, outrages without number 
are committed throughout all that section. 
For six months the life of an active Union 
man has not been safe in any of the Kentucky 
counties west of the Tennessee river, except 
within the Federal picket lines. The best 
citizens have been shot down or cloven with 
swords or pierced with bayonets in the pres- 
ence of their families or found hanging in the 
woods. Scarcely a serviceable horse or mule 
is left in the whole region. Many peaceable 
citizens are forced to flee from their hoses, 
leaving their families behind for the want of 
means to romove them. The country will 
soon be depopulated of all loyal and honest 
men unless protection shall be afforded against 
the robbers. 

Captain Gregory is now raising mon in that 
region. They want arms from the S'.ite. 
They are making application for arms to Gov 
Bramlette. We know that his Excellency 
will give a kind and careful consideration to 
their unfortunate condition. Let them have 
a chance, and they wil! fight as well as his 
own noble troops fought recently in defence 
of the Capital of Kentucky. Bat what are 
we to expect if large portions of our State are 
left open any considerable length of time for 
the Confederate forces, guerillas and regu- 
lars, to carry off into the rebel service what- 
ever men and means they can find! 

Precisely what this invasion [Morgan's] 
means we are not now prepared 10 say. It 
may te intended for something more than a 
mere horse- stealing operation. It is the opin- 
ion of prominent Union men of that State 
that it does mean a great deal more; that 
Stt.te officials not only do not object, but favor 
it; that this is the beginning of a movement 
to pnt into operation the plan proposed by 
Lieut. Gov. Jacob for cutting the communi- 
cations of Sherman and forcing his army to 
retreat from Georgia; that it is, in a ward, the 
inauguration of a formidable rebellion in 
Kentucky. — Cin. QazeiU. 

It seems to us, that no Elitor, not utterly 
lest to all sense of shame, could ever get his 
own consent to write thus. The Editor 
of the Gazette, in putting forth such a para- 
graph, is not influenced by any motive of pa- 
triotism or by any other good or even respect- 
able motive. His sole purpose is to excite ill 
feeling, to create bad blood, to annoy, to irri- 
tate, to exasperate. The whole aim of his 
wanton and absurd taunts is base, malignant, 
and pestilent. He seems to carry within him 
the mingled and concocted venom of rattle- 
snakes, adders, moccasins, coppeih;ads, cot- 
ton-mouths, cobras, and tarantulas, and to 
spit it out'whenever he thinks of conservatism, 
as naturally as the enraged lama ejects his 
poisonous saliva. 

The Cincinnati Editor, under cover of a 
pretext of referring to the imputed opinions 
of prominent men in Kentucky, more than 
insinuates that the officials of this State fa- 
vored Morgan's raid, and that it is part of a 
movement to execute a plan, charged to have 
been proposed by Lieut. Governor J c .-• . for 
cutting Gen. Sherman's communications and 
bringing his great campaign to a disastrous 
close. We feel too deep and utter a scern for 
such base and infamous charges to give any 
reply to them ia detail. He who makes them 
is not such a natural or even artificial fool as 
to expect anybody to believe them. In 
writing as he does, he posts himself with his 
own hand, and before the burning gazs of 
thousands, as a calumniator, a vilifier, a slan- 
derer, a traducer. a libeller, a falsifier. 

Issy-William Lloyd Garrison, one of the 
original abolitionUta, is now among the re- 
cognized leaders of the radical party. He goes 
vehemently for Lincoln's election, and the 
other Lincoln organs applaud his talent and 
influence. Well, Garrison says: 

As to any fears that Judge Tauey will ua- 
dertake to nullify the proclamation, they seem 
to me groundless. Why, if Judge Taney, or 
the whole body of the Supreme Court togeth- 
er, should dare to pronounce it null and void, 
Maryland herself is so tar changed in senti- 
ment that she would Btrangle them and thro w 
them into the Potomac. 

This was said in aspeech to a Lincoln meet- 
ing in Boston, and the sentiment called forth 
' loud applause." The applauding of such a 
declaration by a large audience, composed of 
the men of the party in power, shows what 
frightful havoc has been wrought upon the 
political morals of that party by three miser- 
able years of blended anarchy, tyranny, 
misrule, and corruption. No outrage 
upon individuals, upon the laws, upon 
the fundamental principles of all governments, 
can be perpetrated or urged in the supposed 
interests of Mr. Lincoln, so monstrous as not 
to be heartily and eagerly commended by the 
Lincoln parly. The Lincoln men in Boston 
are Lot more fierce and farious than 
the Lincoln men elsewhere, yet they hesitate 
not to make the world know, that, if the Su- 
preme Court of the United States, in the dis- 
charge of its solvmn and sworn duti.a, dares 
to decide that the emancipation proclamation 
is unconstitutional, they would gladly see the 
members of that court strangled and thrown 
into the Potomac.

The rebel Cei. Jo, Johsslon, i-j an 
rtddress issued to his ir^iy on fi« 19;b ul'., 
speaks of successes o tbe Confederate arrrs 
ia Virginia and hopes they will stimulate h s 
men to renewed efforts. At the time this 
falsehood was penned, the writer must have 
known that Grant was steadily pushing Lee 
from the Rapid Ann on to his fortifications at 
Richmond, and that in no single instance 
bad there been an engagement which could 
be claimed as a success to tb.3 rebel arm 3 . A 
simitar misrepresentation was published in 
the Atlanta Intelligencer of the 16th ult., in 
which reference is made to a battle where the 
rebel loss did not exceed two thousand, while 
tbalAfthe Yankees is estimated at not less 
than six thousand. It has been the favorite 
policy of the Confederate leaders to stimulate 
the hopes of their deluded fol'o vers by the 
most unblushing exaggerations of reb^l suc- 
cesses r.nd of Federal reverses ani demorali- 
zation. The New York Timej recently pub- 
lished a letter from Texas which shows 
that tbey outherod Herod in those 
remote parts of the Coafe<?er«3y, where 
news cannot be obtained except through 
military source!. It appears that when 
our fleet went down to the coast of Texas last 
spring, two New York pipers and of one New 
Orleans went with it, and these contained all 
the information the people of that section had 
received for the space of three years. The 
writer of this letter acknowledges that there 
never was a people more bewitched, beguiled, 
and befooled than the Terms were when they 
drifted into the rebellion, and tbey have been 
kept in the same condition to an amazing ex- 
tent by the papers in the rebel interests. They 
have represented that during the war the Con- 
federates bad been invariably successful, 
had beaten the United States armies in every 
battle, killed more men and taken more pris- 
oners than there were inhabitants in the loy- 
al States at theprecedlngceneu!; that Wash- 
ington had been burned several times, and the 
Federal Government driven to Philadelphia, 
New York, and Cincinnati each in turn; and 
finally that Lincoln and all his cabinet 
had been taken prisoners. Th?y hive ac- 
tually published accounts of a great inva- 
sion of the Western States, and the cap- 
ture of Chicago, and last summer they gave 
out that Lee had taken Gettysburg, Chain- 
bersburg, Harrisburg, Philadelphia, Balti- 
more, and Washington, all in a siugle week. 
"Reliable men" wero in Texas who in person 
bad been with the army the whole distance, 
and remained two days after It entered the 
Federal capital. Intelligent people believed 
all this, and those who doubted did not dare to 
say so, for the truth would have cast a man 
his life. Then the deluded Texans were told 
that England, France, and Russia had recog- 
nized the Confederate States and promised 
them aid; that the rebel bonds — Confederate 
and State — were at a premium in Europe; 
that money more than was needed was pro3sed 
upon the rebel agents, and even in Wall street 
(hat Confederate bonds were worth more than 
United States securities. While they magni- 
fied their own triumphant marches in finance, 
war, and diplomacy, it was told, generally 
officially, but always as a certainty, that the 
United States were just on the brisk of 
ruin, their debt overwhelming, their cur- 
rency worthless, the term of service of 
tl eir soldiers expiring, and they could not be 
coaxed or forced into the ranks again, no draft 
could be enforced, the people very unani- 
mcus against the war, and the President able 
to exist only by the protection of body guards. 
These were all addressed to Texas as stimu- 
lants, and nnder their influence the people 
were urged to finish up the work and "gain 
their liberties." It will be understood that 
these ntopian views were not perceptible in 
Texas, and therefore its inhabitants were told 
that it was their lukewarmness which pre- 
vented the full flaod of prosperi'y from rolling 
over the southwest, which had rendered hap- 
py and prosperous all other portions of the 
Confederacy. They were therefore insane 
enough to suffer without complaint, and such 
a picture of suffering, misery, and desolation 
as this writer presents it, has seldom, if ever, 
bees onr lot to witness. After speaking of 
the protperity enjoyed by Texas before the 
war, he thus speaks of the present: 

The entire male population, except boys 
and old men, are in the war. The ground is 
left unfilled. Manufactures we nover had. 
Our herds of cattle and sheep, occo our foo 1, 
with onr horses, all our wealth, are driven off 
by marauders, or lying dead on our prairies, 
breeding sickness amongst us. Civil law — 
we do cot know what it means. Every man 
• elifs on his six-ehooter, or lets his property 
go without complaint. Schools, preaching, 
cburche?, have all been abandoned. The. 
taxes levied by statute would uke the 
largest share of the properly. Tuere is 
r ot much attempt to collect th»m now. 
Providence has united with our "ene- 
mies" to complete the desolation Such 
a drosght as the State has out felt since 
it whs a State, is upon us. Unless we hare 
socd winter rains, we raiso no crops. We 
have had no rains for seven manias, and it is 
new full two months past thn planting seajnu. 
Everything is inched up. Tae win Is, com- 
monly pure and geDtle sea breezes, are now 
almost hurricanes, and from every direction 
in turn; tbey cover us with dust and Bind, 
and blight everything that might else grow. 
This is the cause of the death of our cattle. 
Hitherto, since the war, we have raised corn, 
and that, with beef, has neen our food. We 
are dow eating the remainder of our last 
year's era, and in case- not a few the beef 
that dies from s'arvaiioD, wi'b no present 
prospect we shall have even these long. To 
finish the chum, we are devouring each other. 
If any mm wxnle ai-ything he sees, he takes 
it, without regard to me owner. Trie officers 
and sole ins lead the way in this, the people 
follow. The exceptions are only the fttw who 
prefer to maintain their moral integrity, 
ra'her thun take their neighbors' or save their 
own property. You will miok we can hardly 
Bland it much longer In this Suve, and so 
some of us think. But if you could see our 
papers, or hear some of our men talk (and 
believe them) you would think we were "in 
tie full tide of successful e xperiment.'' 

The policy which has been adopted to keep 
Texas in ignorance of the truth has no doubt 
been practised everywhere throughout the 
Confederacy, and we are sadly aware of the 
fact that the same suffering exists in all places 
where the system of misrepresentation could 
be carried on with impunity. The President 
of the rebel Confederacy, the Generals at the 
bead of its lawless armies, and the miserable 
tools that edit its papers, are all engaged ia 
the same mendtcious work. Tbey com- 
menced their governmental caresr by the 
rommiciiou of the most disgraceful thefts of 
Federal property, and in their efforts to sus- 
tain it they are compelled to adop', a most in- 
iquitous system of lying. 

It troubles some of our opi*>nen ts to account 
for tbe fact that the great national Union 
party of the country did not nominate soma 
military candidate for the Presidency or Vica- 
Presidency — Providence Journal. 

But didn't they nominate military candi- 
dates for both offices? Hasn't Mr. Lincoln 
had a great deal of military experience in su- 
perintending and managing the affiirs of the 
Army of the Potomac for the last three years, 
to say nothing of other armies? And who 
will undertake to say that Andy Johnson, whs 
has bo long been military Governor of Tennes- 
see, isn't a military candidate?

Official Dsspatchis ih Regard to ths 
Moboas Raid.— General Bwing received a 
-apatch from Captaia Dickson laat night, 
id Lexington, the 13th. The despatch 
sa^TiTirrvSeaeral Burbridge totally defeated 
the rebels at Cynthiana on Sunday morning, 
with a loss to the rebels of three hundred 
iilled, and four hundred prisoners, besides the 
wounded. It is estimated that the rebel force 
wsb larger than the one commanded by Bur- 
bridge. Morgan's command is represented as 
being utterly demoralized. He has divided 
it into small squads, and, in this manner, is 
trying to escape from the S'ate. Colonels 
HaBson and Garrard are vigorously pur- 
the detachment of whuh Morgan 
xjnaliy in command. It numbers About 
rindred men. He is retreating north- 
in Cynthiana. General Burbridge with 
art his force has returned to Lexington. 
A telegram from Governor Bramletto to 
General Carrington last night reports Frank- 
fort all quiet. No rebel force is moving 
toward Louisville, as rumor asserts. A gen- 
tleman from Georgetown reports that a few 
hours after Hobson's surrender at Cynthiana, 
Burbiidge attacked the enemy, killing and 
capturing half of Morgan's force. The re- 
mainder fled in great confusion, crossing the 
raih-OEd bridge at Paynesville. The Govern, 
or adds: "We bad repulsed the enemy be- 
fore reinforcements arrived, but felt insecure 
until tbeir arrival." Wo may state here that 
the reinforcements spoken of Are the men 
composing the gallant old 9th Pennsylvania 
cavalry. 

General Carrirgton also has a despatch 
from Capt. Dickson, at Lexington. It bears 
a later date than the one received by Goo. 
Ewing. Gen. Burbridge was is Lexington 
last night. He reports that the rebel force is 
out of ammunition, and much scattered. A 
despatch from Falmouth yesterday afteraoon, 
says that after the Cynthiana defeat Gen. 
Hobson and a part of .his staff were sent un- 
der puird to Falmouth. They were after- 
wards recaptured by a Federal scouting party, 
and aro now out of rebel power. 

Guerillas ob the Lebanok Branch Road. 
The Lebanon train proceeded as far as New 
Haven yesterday forenoon, and, learning that 
a band^irgui rillas were lying in wait for it 
nejy^sew Hope, the conductor concluded to 
vart the designs of the scoundrels by re- 
turning to the city. The gang numbers four- 
teen men. They were in Chicago, a small 
village near New Haven, on Sunday night. 
They robbed many of the citizana, and shot a 
negro man dead, simply to gratify tbeir fi Ind- 
ian thirst for blood. If the train bad not 
been warned to return at Saw Haven, the 
cutthroats might have been successful in their 
\"5 s, and we would hare had another hu- 
ilialing disaster to record. We presume 
that the train will leave this morning with 
a Etfticdent guard on board to insure the 
safety of the same. Squads of thieving gue- 
rillas aie roving through the loarer part of 
Nelson county, with none to resist or oppose 
them. They are seen on every road almost 
every day. A email force, stationed at Nsw 
Haven, would afford great protection to the 
people. 

Ikqcibi Ieto it. — We understand that pas- 
sengers of stanch Union principles are daily 
subject to inault while travelling in the cars 
on the Bardstown branch road. No guard er 
military conductor accompanies the train, and 
well-known rebels, male and female, tak» ad- 
vantage of the fact to spit oat their venom at 
the Union and its supporters. They talk 
openly, and take no pains to conceal their 
admiration for the Confedaracy or shew their 
hostility to the Union. This state of affairs is 
very unpleasant to those travelling over the 
road who are known te bo supporters of the 
Union Government. Complaint has been 
made to us, and we mentisn the fact, trusting 
that the legitimate authorities will give their 
.attention to the matter. 



•urdired by Guerillas — We learn that 
E^^ivCounty, Ky., is overrun by guerilla 
bunds!\!£hey aro seveie oa Union citizens, 
persecuting them in the most bitter and ma- 
lignant manner. A perfect state of alarm ex- 
ists in the county, and many of the citizens 
are obliged to become refugees from their 
hemes. About a week ago, J. 0. Eversole, 
formerly Major of the 14th Kentucky cavalry, 
md his brother were captured at Esiill 
prings by a band of blood-thirsty cutthroata, 
and murdered in cold blood. Their only 
crime was being stanch Union men. Blood is 
the price of loyalty in Estill county. The 
murdering scoundrels will never get their just 
deeert3 until the lan one of them is strangled 
by being suspended from the gibbet. 

Unprovoked Shooh.no. — A man named 
Eallis called yesterday afternoon at a confe - 
tionery store ou Third street, between Market 
and Jefferson, and asked for a plate of ice 
cream. It was furnished to him. After re- 
maining ia the saloon a few minutes he 
8'opped out of the door, drew a pistol, and, 
without receiving a word of provocation, 
fired twice at the proprietor of the house, Mr. 
Sharp. Both shots grazed the body, but in- 
flicted no injury. The facta were reported to 
the police, aLd, after a long search, Kallis was 
arretted by tbem and lodged in jail. He will 
have a chance to explain his strange conduct 
before Judge Johnston this morning. 

'Snakes." — George M. Lewis was arree ed 
in the city yesterday. He haa been drinking 
to excess, and ia afflicted with "snakes" in 
is boots. Meeting a party of soldiers on the 
eet, hecGmmenced throwing stones a', them. 
/Ee^ljvdered him to desist, but be refused to 
do so. ml* amusement was suddenly iater- 
rupted by himBelf being taken iu tow aud re- 
ported at the Provest Marshal's office. CoL 
Yaugban inquired into the case, and sent 
eorjje, "snakes" and all, to the Military 
ison. He will be kept iu confinement until 
be strangles the bnakes, or the snakes strangle 
him. 

Arrist or a Supposed Spt. — Wm. Alarks, 
alias Daniel Bowman, was arrested on Satur- 
day, on a charge of being a rebel spy. An 
oath of allegiance was found on his person, 
bearing date of October 3d, 1863. He was 
travelling with Robinson & Howe's circus, 
having but recently attached himself to the 
company. He is now confined in the Mili- 
tary Prison, and will be held until he can 
prove who and what be ia. 

Provost Marshal Relieved.— Lieut-Col. 
Vaugban, of the 1" :h Kentucky, was yester- 
day relieved as Provost Marshal of the city of 
Louisville.

Governor Bramlette and the Fedesal 
Authorities.— In the Frankfort Common- 
wealth of the 8*.b instant, which reached us 
last night, wo find the following, which suffi- 
ciently explains itself, and jmtines Governor 
Branlette from the malignant a?p3rsioas of 
the radical press:

The impression ia sought to be uade by pi- 
pers circulating in Kentucky, that Governor 
Bramle t*, for unworthy purposes, is endeav- 
oring to raise troops for an unusual term of 
service, and in opposition to the wishes of the 
Federal authorities. Such representations 
could or.ly proceed from ignorance or malevo- 
lence. If from the former, witb. you- permis- 
sion, I wi 1 dispel it, through your columns. 

On the 4th of May Gov. Bramlette tendered 
t»n thousand three months' men to the War 
Department. The reaaons iaduciog this were 
these: To reinforce Grant, the Secretary of 
War was asking several Governors to man 
the forts within their respective States with 
hundred-days' men, so that their experienced 
garrisons might be sent to the front. Ken- 
tucky wished to do the same, and this desire 
to serve our country and its great cause was 
atreDgthenedby the obligations imposed UDon 
us by the promise of tbe President and Sec- 
retary Stanton not to permit negro recruiting 
in the State in opposition to the consent of 
the owner. 

To assist our country in its pressing need, 
to relieve with troops, for short service, the 
veterans guarding tbe long lines of commu- 
nication through our S'ate, who were needed 
at tbe front, aDd to show our appreciation 
of tbe wise discrimination exhibited toward 
Kentucky by the Administration, the Gov- 
ernor lastened to tender the War Depart- 
ment cur support. Mr. Btanton answered, 
that be bad trcops euough for that Ienehth of 
service, but wished us to raise tkem for six 
mouths. The Governor declined, as no S Ate 
law existed to force men into service for 
more than three months; and it was not be- 
lieved tbat we could obtain that number of 
volunteers tor the length of service indie »tei, 
and in the time allowed. Mr S'anton insist- 
ed on our making the attempt, offered to ex- 
tend the time, and the Governor exerted the 
whole power of the State ia the effort to grat- 
ify bim. 

The records of this office show why we fa 1- 
ed. Letters from all quarters, and from un 
conditional Union men, show tint nearly 
every county would have filled its quota, aud 
tbat many would have largely exceeded it, if 
the unfortunate attempt to recruit negroes 
bad net been bogus. Pressing appeals from 
every district have reached us narrating thia 
fact, and urging that tbe white men should 
be left at home to cultivate the fields aban- 
doned by the negroes. 

Against this unfortunate and overwhelm- 
ing influence, tbe Governor his labored to 
ccmply with the wishes of the Government, 
until tbe attemDt became utterly hopeles , 
when it was relinquished, and so announced 
in General Orders sometime before tbe publi- 
cation of tbe articles whose statements I wish 
to correct. The fact tbat it was relinquished 
and publicly announced should convince every 
bonest man, that tbe imputations cist up; n 
Governor B am'ette by these articles arn w.t - 
out icundation.

Full Particulars or thi Morgan Raip^ 
The Cincinnati Gazette haa special telegrams 
from Boyd's Station, dated June 12th. We 
condense the report: 

To begin with, was the sharp fi^ht o-\ Sa'ur- 
day morning, before breakfast, near Cynthi- 
ana, in wbicn companies A, D, E, F, aud G, 
of the 16S h Ohio, or most of theoi, sustained 
the shock of three tiiousaad man uader J jhu 
Morgan. Not knowing their nnmbp-s, Ool- 
onei Garis, aesisted by Colonel Btrrv, Pro- 
vost Marshal, aad his owa Lieutenat-O.ilonM 
B. rrere, continued the contest cn'y too brave- 
ly. Outnumbered and overpowered, ttny toll 
back, firing all tbe time, to the depot bn'ld- 
injrc, where Colonel Berry fell almost niortai- 
iy wounded in the head, and ihenci te Ria- 
kit's unfinished hotel, where, after surrend 
erlrg and comitig out of th' house. Col- 
ore!' G*ris waa shot through the right 
shoulder to tbe elbow, and others 
retieated to the Court-house. Tbe conse- 
quence waa the rebels poured into town a*id 
ctiatged into theso several places, causing tbe 
utmost consternation among the inhabitants. 
Colonel Garis not surrendering soon eaou?h 
to tuit the rebels, thry set a stable on fire near 
to our position, and the terror of the flames 
addfd gteatly to the alarm. Oa swept tho 
dimes, and ucross tbe river, north of the 
town, another battle began between General 
Horson, who had just arrived with the 171st 
Ohio, and a detachment of the rebels. Our 
Ohio boys, who had never seen au engage- 
ment betore, beld their ground galle.utly for 
fifteen or twenty minutes before yielding to 
the superior cumbers, which were constantly 
increasing. 

The loss of life waa surprisingly smal', not 
more than fifteen in both engagements, aud 
perhaps fifty wounded, many slightly. 

Colonel Berry was expected to die every 
moment, bu , after a few hours, lie rallied, 
but not so as to speak. Thts morning it was 
thought possibly he might live. 

Colonel Garis'a wound ia through the r'aht 
sbouldtrand arm. Lieutenant- Co oael Bar- 
rere was also quite severely wounded. 

Companies B, C, H, and K, of the 168 tb, 
were not in tbe fight. 

Of the 47th Kentucky, David Workman, 
A. W tight, John M Sjiith.and R. M. Clellan, 
in a skirmish with scouts, were perhaps cap- 
tured yesterday, astbey have not yetcoin9 in. 
It was a pitiable sight to see all the rest of our 
two yourg regiments hustled out of their r - 
treats, without arms, and through the streets 
as prisoners. Tbey were in all 1,200 or 1 500, 
with 100 from Mt Sterling, marched out, your 
correspondent in tbe It a I, tbree miles on tbe 
Agnsta pike. At daylight this morning, I 
took French leave, and have not heaid whether 
the regiments were paroled or not. Th'y 
hoped to take them back into Virginia, un- 
less Gen. Hobson, who wns wounded and has 
gone with Capt. Morgan to Cincinnati, can 
tffect an immediate exchange. 

The fire raged, notwithstanding vigorous 
i fforts to stop it by citizens, till noon, when 
all the business portion of the town — over 
twenty htuses — was consumed, with much 
of tbeir contents, the rebels meanwhile help- 
ing themselves abundantly. 

7'he Battle Sunday Morning. — At daylight 
ibis morniug, Gen. Burbridge had the satis- 
faction of pouncing upon Morgan's plunder- 
ing band, while Utkirg their coffee. For fall 
an hour the contest was fierce — the rattle of 
mueketry being incessant, and so h^avy as to 
be beard eight or ten miles. Then Borbridge's 
artillery got into position, and a few shots 
from it, with a charge, settled the conflict 
The battle took place half amile eastof town, 
and tbe rebels gave way in that direction, 
i nd with tbe descent of the bill into town 
tbeir speed increased, and through the 
streets they went in a gallop, not shout- 
iDg, though, as on tbe previous morning, or 
8 opping to pass compliments with rebel citi- 
zens, and said citizens not smiling at their 
doors. Ou they went through the oridge till 
its capacity waa overtaxed, when they plung- 
ed into the stream, literally filling it for lh<< 
ppace of a square, at swimming depth. Of 
course, Rutb.-idge was preasing closely after, 
i nd at last accounts was pursuing. The rebel 
loss must have been very heavy, with little 
damage to our side. We took one hundred 
and fifty prisoners, twenty-five of them offi- 
cers. Thry fled mostly in the direction of 
Georgetown — Morgan himself a mile in tbe 
lead, it is supposed the captured regimen s 
were hastily paroled, and of course the parole 
cannot be binding. 

While the Union forces were charging 
tbTongh the town, Mr. Buzzard, a wealthy 
citizen, but in liquor, hurrahed for Jeff Davis, 
when tome soldier bhot him dead. 

Falmouth, Ky , June 12. 
Lieutenant Bevayet, of Morgan's staff, just 
brought in as a prisoner by Captain Balmer, 
says their command, after getting out ofCyn- 
tiiiaca, would all move eastwardly, and that 
the prisoners would be carried off. Conduc- 
tors McDonald and Matalack, and engi 
neers Doyle and Robertson, wbe were 
prisoners, have just come in, and report that 
the whole body of prisoners waa hurried off 
thia mornit g on double quick through Ciays- 
ville. At tbat place the railroad men were 
released. General Hobson arrived at Ply- 
mouth this evening, overland, in charge of 
rebel officers, Major Cbenoweth, son of a 
former Cincinnati merchant, and Captain 
Boone. Lexington. If Hobson does not euc- 
ceed in having a rebel general changed for 
him, he is to re turn to Morgan, if theyctn fio4 
him. 

The train of two hundred and sixty horses, 
sent up with Hobson, was thrown from the 
trick, and thirty of them ao injured that the 
rebels set fire to the cars and burned them up, 
after helping themselves to the sou:id ooea. 

At Lexington, oa Friday, Morgan mide a 
Bhort resistance, while his men went througn 
the town robbing every man they met of 
watches and pocket-books. They made a 
levy on seven thousand dollars on tbe North 
era Bank of Kentucky there, and took it in 
coin. They burned the depot and a few car', 
most of tb> m having been taken uader the 
protection of tbe fort

Uiller & Redman's storehouse; it- Saod- 
grars's bouse, Jack Keller's tailor-shop: 
Ftizell's storehouse, occupied" as a clothing- 
st< re; Frank Boxley, tin shop; Tom English's 
shoe-shop; Wm. L. NorthcuU'a storehouse; 
Fnzeli's drog-store; John L McG^e's resi- 
dence; Luken's boot aud shoe s ore; Dr. 
Smith's residence; Nebeh's clothing-store; Dr. 
Boodl eli a house and office; a log bouse on 
the river bank belonging to Caleb Walton; 
tbe old Lowry House; the old jail. 

Vuriridge't Punuit. — Two members of the 
12th O. V. O. reached Cincinnati Saturday 
morning from Mayaville, having been cap- 
tured at Uount Sterling on Thursday and pa- 
roled. They are John Cochrane, of company 
H, and Wesley Idle, of company 0. From 
their statements the Gezette gleans tbe fol- 
lowing facts: 

Burbridge had detailed the 45'.h Kentucky, 
Col. Browo, to proceed to Pound Gap, with 
tbe deaign of holding iu check any rebel force 
there. The remainder of the force, which 
bad been to Louisa for forage, etc , returned 
to a point on tbe north fork of the Big Sandy. 
The 45th was at Pound Gap on Friday or Sat- 
urday of week before last, and skirmished 
with a detachment of Morgan's force left 
there for the purpose of diverting attention 
from his real movements. Borbridge's main 
forces remained at North Fork until Sunday 
morning, when he marehed one day toward 
Pound Gap, and learned that Morgan had en- 
tered by one road while be was travelling 
another route to the Gap. Morgan lef; Pound 
Gap a week from last Thursday. Burbridge 
struck bis trail at Red river. 

Morgan's forces pressed on to Mount Ster- 
ling, and five hundred cavalry reached there 
at daybreak on Wednesday. There were on 
duty seventy men of the 40th Kentucky, and 
( igbty of the 12th O. V. 0., under Capt. T. K. 
Paikinson. The men were not up, but ral- 
lied, and fought for an hour and a half before 
surrendering. Two privates of company H, 
one of company A, and one of company B, 
were killed. Two rebel captains aid one 
private were killed. 

The prisoners were all paroled. 

Burbridge commenced the parjuit Mondiy. 
H" travelled hard all day, and reached Pres- 
tonburg. With the exception of three hours' 
rest be travelled all night, and reached Hazel 
Green Tuesday morning, about ten o'clock. 
He marches' all day Wednesday aad Wednes- 
day niaht. Thursday morning, between three 
and touro'oleck, he reached Mt. Sterling. The 
r*bel force was pos'ed out of to»n ou the 
Tiektown pike, from a quarter to half a mile 
from tbe town. They were infantry, report- 
ed by the rebels to be three thousand strong, 
and fought like well-drilled troops. Tbey 
were formed in line of battle, p;r:ly protected 
by a fence. Burbridge had a force of three 
thousand cavalry, and two small brass how- 
itzers. The fight went on till ten o'clock, 
when the 12th Ohio madea charge, and Coch- 
rane and Idle were taken prisoners. 
They were paroled on the spot, disarm- 
ed, and started away. So far as they 
bad means of noting facta, they considered 
the ribel loss quite heavy up to that time, 
especially at the point where a charge was 
made in the beginaiag of the fight The 
rebel infantry were forced into the woods 
and fell back in a southerly direction. Two 
hours after, the report was current that Bur- 
bridge had whipped the rebels, and they were 
falling back to form a junction with tie 
c ivalry. 

After Cochrane and Idle left Mt. Sterling 
and were acme feu- milea out on a roai leat- 
iDg to Flemingsburg, they were overhauel 
by a rebel Colonel and staff, who daoiaaded

psrole, ordertd one made, which they siga?^ 



and which he said wonld tr.k i tb.- o throng' 
safely anywhere. They were <* irn Dot o 
fight aeain until exchanged. Toe' cam- ■ 
to Licking river, where two soldi«rs o f '■ < 
40th and 45th Kentucky ore; tort tbem, wb i 
told them that Burbridge was driving th» 
rebels from Mt. Sterling in the direction o 
Cynthiana or Paris, a'though Morgan ba>! 
joined tbe infantry with hia cavalry, tfsrxaa 
had not destroyed the Government proper:., 
at Mt Sterling, expecting; to use it himself. 

At Flemingsburg they heard that Pete E r 
erta had passed through there Thursdtv 
night, on hia way to reinforce Morgan, wa> 
was reported whipped. He left his capturo I 
borses in pasture, and pushed on with oti>- 
bundred and fifty men. While there he col- 
lected what stores he could find and burae I 
them. Therebel3 at Mount Sterling reportr I 
tbeir force to re 1,500 cavalry and 3,000 la 
fantry, but no artillery, 
We clip from the Cincinnati Commercial: 
Forfeit Expected — We have beard from r - 
liable sources that Forrest is expected in Ken- 
tucky shortly. He should have struck while 
tbe iion was ho*, with Morgan at the bello 
Prisoners from Morgan's command agree in 
their statements tbat Forrest's assistance tui 
expected. 

Morgan in Command. — The fact that Mor • 
gan is in ecmmandcf the invasion seems gen- 
erally conceded. One of the members of the 
12th Ohio cavalry, who bas seea him many 
times, and who was among those taken at 
Mount Sterling, etates that he saw Moreno 
there.

Mr. Dawes, from the Committee on E ec- 
tions, to whom the message of the President 
in relation to military appointment was mad", 
made a report thereon, concluding with tae 
following resolution: 

Resolved, That Robert Schenck, having re- 
signed his commission as Major-General of 
volunteers on the 21st of November, 1863, to 
take effect in December, was not, by reason of 
baving held such office, diequ* ified from oc 
cupying his seat in Congress as a repre3enta 
tive from Ohio. 

On motitn of Mr. Scbenck, a committee of 
conference was appointed on tbe disagreeing 
amendments to the bill to increase the pay of 
soldiers. 

Mr. Stevens mide a report from the com- 
mittee of conference oa the disagreeing 
amendments to the military apprcp.iation 
bill. [They were principally in regard to 
making tbe pay of negro soldiers the same as 
that of whites, from the fi.st of January l ist, 
so as to include the back pny of two Massa- 
chusetts negro regiments, and those tir-t 
raided in South Carolina and Louisiana ] 

Tbe repoit of the Conference Committee 
concludes aB follows: All persons of cobr 
who were free on the 19.h of April, 1801, and 
wbo have been enlisted and mustered into the 
service ot the United States, shall, from the 
time of tbeir enlistment, be entitled to re- 
.ceive (he pay, bounty, and cloth : ng allowed 
to tnch pertons by lr.ws existing. 
Tbe report was concurred in— 70 to 58 
The Senate ba9 already adopted it. 
Mr. Sctenck introduced a bill repealing the 
three hundred dollar clause in enrolment a;t, 
aid providing that herealter no pay ment o 
money shall be accepted or received from any 
enrolled or dra ted man to be relieved of lia- 
bility to perform military duty. 

Mr. Schenck moved the previous qu°8tion 
on tbe passege of the bill. 

The previous question was not seconded 
and, a debite arising, tbe bill went over. 

Mr. Gaifield introduced a Joint resolution, 
declaring as follows: that a State declared to 
be in rebellion by the President is entitled to 
appoint electors of President and Vic;-Pre3l 
dent, and no electoral vote from any such 
State shall be received or counted until both 
House?, by concurrent action, shall have re- 
c i • '- a State government in such State.

Mkdical and Sceoioal Hiotort or rim Cai- 
hxai<*War. — The "American Journal of Med- 
ical Sciences, ' for April, furnishes an inter- 
esting review of several works on the Modico- 
Chtrurgical History of the Crimean War. 
They fuiniah data for comparison with those 
which are rapidly accumulating iu the course 
of our civil war. 

The most authentic statements show that 
the number of troops sent by France to the 
Crimea, was *••• • v s The war lasted some 
two years, during which the average strength 
of the Fre ch army was 133,770 men, vary- 
ing from 38,030 in September, 1854, to 145,- 
120 in December, 1855. Of the entire force 
employed, it is estimated that 8,750 were 
killed in action, and that 8-1,500 died of 
wounds and disease, making the total loss 
93,250, or about thirty-one per cent who per- 
ished from various causes. The whole num- 
ber of troops contributed by Great Britain 
was 87,864, of whom 3,897 perished in bat- 
tle, 1,761 from wounds, and 16,298 from dis- 
ease, making the total loss of life 20,756, or 
something over twenty per cent of the whole 
employed in that service. Of the killed in 
battle, the French lost per cent, and the 
British 12 per cent, reckoned upon ttie total 
loss of each. Averaging the two, the loss 
by death outright in action, was about 10 per 
eent; that is, of the whole number who 
perished, only one in ten was killed in 
battle. 

Of the forms of diseases which assailed 
the invad. re of the Crimea there was one — 
cholera — which, happily, has not yet ap- 
peared among the troops engaged in our strug- 
gle. Scurvy and fevers of a typhoid charac- 
ter, do not seem to be as rife among us as 
among tho*e employed in the Crimea, nor do 
even paludal fevers appear to be as frequent 
here as there. 

Cholera was present the whole time except- 
ing about six months. When it first appeared 
it was exceedingly fatal. In a month and a 
half over eight thousand cases occurred, of 
which five thousand died. In the whole, 
eighteen thousand French soldiers were at- 
tacked, and eleven thousand died; so of all 
attacked, five-eighths or nearly two thirds 
died. About one in fifteen was attacked. 
It is the opinion that the troops found a 
cholera atmosphere enveloping the field of 
their operations, and did not transport it 
thither. 

Of scurvy, it is stated that all the patients 
who arrived from the Crimea, to be treated 
at Constantinople, showed more or less af- 
fection from the scorbutio taint. Of the 
sick the ratio to the whole may be set down 
»t 1 in 3. 

Of typhus, which raged epidemically, thc 
number of cases is estimated at 35,0*)0, with 
a mortality of 17,515. The communicable 
property of this disease was shown in its 
ravages among attendants on the sick, nurses, 
»nd physicians. In some cases, every attend- 
snt was seized by it, and fifteen out of six- 
teen physicians. 

The proportion of deaths on the French 
medical stuff was very large: out of 350, 72 
fell victims during their professional labors, 
or 20 percent, being three times the per cont- 
ago among other ofheers from all causes, com- 
bined. We do not recollect to have heard 
any such report of mortality among the phy- 
sicians and bo pital attendants of our ar- 
mies. Indeed, considering that our war is 
now nearly double the length of the Cri- 
mean war, it is remarkable that no malig- 
nant diseases have yet appeared in an 
pideniic form among the armies on either 
ide.
